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6,000 hear Bush campaign 

on economic indicators

President George Bush ex¬ 
tolled his performance and “told 
the truth” about the record of op¬ 
posing presidential candidate, Ar¬ 
kansas Gov. Bill Clinton, 
Wednesday afternoon in 
Longview. About 6,000 attended 
the rally, part of a six-state re- 
election campaign swing forBush. 

The crowd was led in chants 
while waiting for Air Force One to 
land at Gregg County Airport. 

Bush focused on positive 
economic indicators. 

“Goods news from housing 
starts,” Bush said. “We have the 
largest increase in 18 months, in¬ 
terest rates are down and inflation 
is down. We can’t let Governor 
Clinton tax it away.” 

Joe Huffman of Hallsville 
disagreed with the president. 

“Just look at the economy,” 
said Huffman. “He promised 14 
million job' . and right now he’s 
about 14 .lllion short.” 

Ap oximately 50 support¬ 
ers of Democratic candidates 
Clinton and Tennessee Senator A1 
Gore were present 

Bush alluded to Clinton’s 
draft evasion during the Vietnam 
War. 


“This plane reminds me of 
the one I flew in World War II,” 
said Bush, referring to a nearby 
vintage torpedo plane. “I’m proud 
I served my nation in combat!” 

Huffman, a28- year veteran 
of the armed forces, said the is¬ 
sues are not character but the 
economy and jobs. 

Bush questioned Clinton’s 
record in areas such as the envi¬ 
ronment. 

“I love fishing and hunting, 
likemany East Texans,” saidBush. 
“I saw some beautiful bass lakes 
and thought of Arkansas. Night 
fishing has become very popular 
in the Arkansas River because the" 
fish glow in the dark.” 

Bush also said Clinton was 
not able to “muster the guts to 
implement” a comprehensive civil 
rights law as governor. 

Many of the president’s 
themes were the same as in his 
nomination acceptance speech at 
the Republican National Conven¬ 
tion: tort reform, choice in edu¬ 
cation and health care. 

Bush advocates affordable 
health care for all but wants to use 
competition to increase quality and 
affordability.
